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Ingalls Violently Attacks 
Democracy. 
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PRESIDENT 
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Senator Blackburn Takes up the 
Curtiréis and Makes An 
Able Reply. 
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W a s h in g to n , February 6. — In the 
Senate to day resolutions passed 
directing the Secretary of the Interior 
to investigate the practicability of 
constructing a rcsorvoir for storage of 
witter in the United States. 
The rule as to the executive session 
was modified soaR to read: “When a 
treaty shall be laid before the Senate 
for ratification it shall be read the first 
time; and no motion shall be in order 
except to refer it to a committee to 
print in confidence for uso of the 
SoDate to remove the injunction of 
secrec v or consider it in o|*en execu­ 
tive session.” 
FINANCIAL MATTERS. 
The Senate Committee on Finance 
forwarded a favorable report on the 
Hoar bill’to provide for the purchase 
of United States bonds by the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, with verbal 
amendments. 
Ihe following resolution was offer­ 
ed by Beck as an amendment: “That 
all laws and parts of laws requiring 
the maintenance of the sinking fund 
and purchase of bonds of the United 
States for said sinking fund, as here­ 
tofore authorized, are hereby re­ 
pealed.” 
TJIR PENSION BILL. 
The Senate then resumed consider­ 
ation of the Pension Bill, the question 
being on Wilson’s amendment. After 
a brief debate, Sherman referring to 
Beck’s speech of last week iead a 
paragraph in which he (Sherman) had 
been severely criticised for his con­ 
nection with silver demonetization. 
* Ho would not have regarded it worthy 
of notice because the Senator from 
Kentucky had l>een laboring under 
excitement, but because he hud used 
the word “secrecy”—that it was done 
under cover—that he (Sherman) was 
objecting. He proceeded to show how 
the principle of the law had been íe- 
ported in the bill three years before 
it went into effect; how it had been 
discussed, etc. lie wanted to know 
why such a matter hail been lugged 
into a debate with which it had noth­ 
ing to do. 
Beck asserted that he would to­ 
morrow, prove all his statements. 
INGALLS* ADDRESS. 
Ingalls having called Platt to the 
chair proceeded to address the Senate 
the galleries being crowded to their 
fullest capacity. Ho had been sur­ 
prised one day laRt week on returning 
to the Chamber after a brief absence 
to learn that the Senator from Mis­ 
souri (Vert) had referred ¡0 him in 
terms Dot complimentary, and had 
coupled with personal remarks an in­ 
timation that the ]>eople of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia were incapable uf 
disinterested patriotism and that the 
veterans of the Republic were a mob 
of sordid plunderers. As to himself 
he would say that the nomination 
and election of Grover Cleveland had 
made the pretentions of any American 
citizen to the Presidency respectable. 
There was no man in this country 
whose ignorance was so 1 rofuund, 
whose obscurity so impenetrable, 
whose antecedents so degra ded, that 
lie had no right to uspire to Presiden­ 
tial nomination by the Democratic 
party. lie regretted that the Senator 
from Missouri wbh not in his seat to­ 
day. He should imitate that Sena­ 
tor’s bad example, and would con­ 
fine himself, as far as lie was con­ 
cerned, to that Senator’s autobiogra­ 
phy. That Senator was born in a 
State that hud seceded—Missouri. 
The Senator from Kentucky ("Black­ 
burn) had also referred sneeringly to 
the super-loyalty of the soldiers of 
the Union. * It was curious that the 
Confederates from the United States 
were a little more pronounced, 
A LITTLE MORE AGGRESSIVE 
And a little more violent in their de­ 
nunciation of the North than the Con­ 
federates from the States that seced­ 
ed. He did not know where the 
Senator from Missouri not the figures 
from, when he stated that hut 8,000 of 
Lee’s army had surrendered at Appo­ 
mattox, but one parallel was to be 
found to the extraordinary inaccu­ 
racy of that statement and that was 
the same Senator’s assertion that of 
the 2,300.000 soldiers of the Union 
army, more than half had applied for 
pensions. Such speeches as these of 
the Senators from Missouri and Ken­ 
tucky were intended to catch the 
Confederate vote and they would 
catch it. He wanted the Senators on 
the Democratic side to understand 
that the disguise for the opposing of 
the pension bills was exceedingly 
thin,and thpt nobody was deceived by 
it. The South did not love the Union 
army, neither did the Democratic 
party. 
Morgan reminded Ingalls that the 
Democratic party had nominated and 
sustained a federal officer, General 
Hancock, for the presidency. 
YeB, said Ingalls, it did support 
Hancock, and it also supported Hor­ 
ace Greeley in attempting to fool the 
North. It also nominated and sup­ 
ported that other ally of the confeder­ 
acy, George B. McClellan. Such pre­ 
tensions are altogether too diaphan­ 
ous. Why was it that when the as­ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, who, by one of 
THE STRANGE CAPRICES OF HISTORY, 
Now sat in judgment upon these gseat 
constitutional amendments adopted 
against his protest and efforts, why 
was it, when he arose in the Senate 
and said that he would resent as a 
personal affront any imputation upon 
the honor, integrity or patriotism of 
Jefferson Davis, when he said that he 
had no doubt that Jefferson Davis 
would occupy a niche in history by 
the side of George Washington, why 
was it that no Senator on the Demo­ 
cratic side, of the North or South, 
arose to repudiate and disavow it? 
And yet the moment any Senator on 
the Republican side or any editor of 
any Northern paper talked about the 
Union army they were taunted with 
waving ensanguined under-garments, 
raking up the ashes of sectional strife. 
and appealing to partisan hatred and 


malice. It was time that the twenty- 
four Confederates on the other side of 
the Chamber were informed that the 
Northern people were not ill-advised 
about this matter. Ingalls referred 
to the unveiling of Hill’s statue in 
Georgia in 1886 and the speeches of 
G ady and Jefferson Davis thereat. 
He spoke of the same orator having 
gone to New York and New England 
soon after and making speeches there, 
pouring out his “cold cream and 
honey and maple syrup all over the 
North.” When, ho asked, was that 
orator sincere ? 
Coming back to the opposition of 
the Southern Senators to the pension 
bill lie said that he did not blame 
them for it. If the Federal Govern­ 
ment had been overthrown lie did not 
believe that be would have felt com­ 
forted in voting pent-ions to Confed­ 
erate soldiers, Vint ho would regard 
it us 
THE CLIMAX OF EFFRONTERY 
If after he had accepted a pardon and 
had had his disabilities removed and 
had taken the oath of allegiance to a 
successful Southern Confederacy he 
had denounced the day after, the ef­ 
forts which these Confederates made 
to reward their own soldiers and if lie 
haggled about the price which the 
conquering country should have soen 
fit to bestow on the men whose armB 
ir had conquered. He did not think 
that the North was at all delud­ 
ed by the pr tensions 
of 
the 
Senators 
on 
the 
other side. 
It was a little singular that in all the 
years which had elapsed since the 
war there had never come from any 
State that hud lieen in the rebellion, 
so far as he knew, a Union soldier us 
a repiesentative in either brunch of 
Congress elected by the Democratic 
votes. 
When lie looked over the 
rolls of the Senate and reflected how 
few who had served in the Union 
army were found in the Councils of 
the Nation, he was not surprised at 
witnessing such demonstrations as 
were witnessed when pension bills 
were up for action. 
The Senate 
shoul'l lie thankful if it did 
not have to put 
the 
entire 
pension 
bill 
as 
France did 
after the Krauco-Prussian war, and 
yet, said be, we have the jailers 
and murderers of Andersonville, 
Bello Die and Libby Prison sitting 
under the flag they attempted to pull 
down, legislating for the country they 
attempted to desfroy, and trying to 
pinch and belittle and 
MINIMIZE THE AMOUNTS 
To be paid to the mutilated and dis­ 
abled survivors of the army of the 
Union. The Senator from Missouii 
hud asked, in a burst of indignation, 
where all this was going to end. 
“I 
will tell him,” said Ingalls, “and 
every Senator 011 that side of the 
chamber, whether he likes it or not, 
what we intend to do. We are going 
to stop when the arrears of pensions 
are paid; when the limitation is re­ 
moved and every soldicr on the roll* 
or who gets 011 the rolls is paid from 
the day of his disability, or in 
the case of a survivor, from the date 
of the soldier’s death, and when every 
surviving soldier of the army is put 
on the rolls for service only. Thao it 
is when we are going to stop, and if 
you don’t like it, muke the raost'of it.” 
After eulogizing the Grand Army, 
Ingalls said in conclusion: “ We pro­ 
pose to pass this bill, and imitating 
the language used on the other side 
of the chamber, “I hope it will pass 
the other house of the Congress; and 
if it does, let the President veto it at 
his peril.” [Very general at plause 
on the floor and in the galleries.] 
BLACKBURN REPLIES. 
Blackburn replied at length, and 
said that when the Senator from Kan­ 
sas undertook to speak of the chief ex­ 
ecutive of the country in the terms he 
had seen fit to employ, and which 
were deliberately prepared, he (Ing­ 
alls) certainly could not take issue 
with him (Blackburn) if he concluded 
it was not entitled to a response or re­ 
ply in a prefence so august and dis­ 
tinguished as the Senate of the United 
States. He was not here to defend 
the President from such unwarranted 
attacks. He knew oí but one sin 
which the President had committed 
in the eyes of the Senator from Kan 
tus, and it wastbatof having defeated 
the Senator’s party at the polls. He 
had given to the American people for 
three years so efficient, so honest, so 
clean-handed an administration as to 
<>oom the last of the Republican as­ 
pirations to disaster. The gentleman 
from Kansas in his intemperate zeal 
had not spared 
THE SANCTITY OK TIIE GRAVE. 
He had dragged up for abuso and 
villification such men as had furnish­ 
ed with their unblemished swords the 
brightest pages of American history— 
McClellan and Hancock were de­ 
nounced in the Senate as allies of the 
Confederates. Would it not have 
been in better taste, at least more 
creditable to the courage and candor 
of the Senator, if he had mude such 
charges before both these men were 
buried ? 
Ingalls—“I did often.’’ (Applause.) 
Blackburn—“Then so much the 
w’orse for the Senator from Kansas. 
What warrant or ground liad he for 
that, except that they were both dif­ 
ferent horn hiuieelf, at least in politi­ 
cal action, if not in many other re­ 
gards. Blackburn ihen devoted some 
time to taunting in a bantering man­ 
ner 
INGALLS’ MILITARY CAREER. 
He was Judge-Advocate of the Kan­ 
sas volunteers. While General Black 
was bleeding on the Kansas frontier, 
while McClellan was commanding 
the army, wLile Hancock was welt­ 
ering in his blood on Cemetery 
Heights, at Gettysburg, the Senator 
from Kansas, always behind the rear 
of the army, was prosecuting Kansas 
Jay hawkers for rifling hen-roosts. 
Now, what are you to think 
of the argument of a 
Sena­ 
tor who 
will leave his 
poet 
as presiding officer and come 
to the floor in illustration of a parti­ 
san zealwhich has never been equaled, 
attacking all decent people from the 
Presideut of the United States down 
(civilians as well as military men) ami 
letting no object escape the venom of 
his tongue. “I have never opposed 
the pensioning of disabled Union 
soldiers, and I do not know' the Con- 
fedeiate who has done so.” 
Blackburn then proceeded to refute 
the assertion that the Southern States 
had never sent Union soldiers to Con­ 
gress. 
He then concluded: “Party man 
as I am, partisan as I confess myself 
to be, I sincerely trust that I may 
never find my term of public service 
prolonged to the day when without 
warrant I will turn deliberately to 
traduce and abuse the dead who, 


while living were honored by all hon­ 
orable men.” (loud applause). 
The Senate then adjourned. 
T1IK HO INK. 
Ilaililin u to R etain III* Neal—An 
A nim ated D ebate. 
W asiii gton, March 6.—In the 
House to-day Thomas, of Illinois, in­ 
troduced a bill prohibiting the use of 
likeness^, portrai'8 or representations 
of females for advertising purposes 
without their consent in writing. Re­ 
ferred. 
'1 he House then re-.umed consider­ 
ation of the Alabama contested 
election casecf McDuffie vs.Davidson 
O’Fenall of Virginia supported 
the majority report. 
He ridiculed 
what he called the claims of the Re­ 
publican party, that the negro vote of 
the south was invariably cast for the 
nominees of that party. That had 
been true in years gone by 
but was not now. The negroes 
were now learning who their 
friendB were, and the man of destiny 
who had arisen in 1884 had taken into 
his big national hear: all sections, and 
extended the icgis of his protection 
over North and South, over white and 
colored, without discrimination. The 
Republican party sought to hold the 
negroes through their churches and 
societies, and through a system of in­ 
timidation and bulldozing. The col­ 
ored men of the South were as abject 
slaves to the preachers as they had 
been the day when Lincoln with hes­ 
itating band signed the emancipation 
proclamation. It was time that the 
Democratic party should take a stand, 
and sustain and support the colored 
men in their rights to vote as they 
pleased. 
Kerr inquired where the gentleman 
learned that Lincoln had signed the 
emancipation proclamation with a 
hesitating hand. 
O’Ferrall in reply referred to the 
painting of the signing of the procla 
mation hanging on the walls of the 
capitol. 
Bontelle, of Maine, said that the 
gentleman from Virginia was unfortu­ 
nately situated not to know the his­ 
tory of his country at that time. 
O’Ferrall objected to such remarks 
as cowardly. 
Houk, of Tennessee, said that the 
gentleman from Virginia had stated 
that all colored people who used to 
vote the Republican ticket now voted 
the Democratic ticket. Was that 
the reason that the Democratic ma­ 
jority in Virginia had fallen from 
50,000 to nothing and that the Demo­ 
crats had only one cr two members in 
the House from Virginia while the 
Republicans hart six or seven? If the 
Democratic party had ever contrib­ 
uted anything to the emancipation of 
the colored people, it was on the prin­ 
ciple of a kicking gun, killing things 
behind it instead of what it shot at. 
Boutelle said that the gentleman 
from Virginia had gone out of the 
course of his remarks iu order to cast 
reflections upon the sincerity and 
earnestness of Abraham Lincoln in 
the performance of the most impor­ 
tant act of liis life. When he (Bou- 
tellc) suggested that the gentleman 
was not so situated as to be 
well 
informed 
on that point 
the 
gentleman 
had 
become 
very much excited and talked about 
bravery and cowardice. It requires 
a very peculiar kind of bravery in any 
man to stand up before the American 
people and attempt to pluck from the 
brow of the martyred Lincoln, so 
much as one single withered laurel 
leaf placed there by common consent 
of the civilized world. 
After furthor debate of a political 
nature the minority resolution declar­ 
ing McDuffie entitled to his seat was 
rejected—yeas 122, nays 54, and the 
majority report declaring tire sitting 
member entitled to his seat, adopted 
without division. 
The House then adjourned.

Miss Alcott’s death was on the anni­ 
versary of her father’s birthday, and 
it is singular that she should have 
followed him so soon to the grave. 
A ffair* In V enezuela. 
P h ila d e lph ia, March 6.—A gentle­ 
man just arrived from Venezuela says 
that the condition of affairs in the Re­ 
public is clearing. Lively 
fac­ 
tions are gathering and arming, 
and those supposed to be in opposi­ 
tion to the present administration are 
being sent out of the country. The 
possibility is. that instead of the elec­ 
tion of President Guzamin Blanco, he 
will be recalled as Director. 
U w m i m a L aser. 
N ew Y ork, March 6.—The failure 
of Waldrod Lawrence has just been 
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C hicago, March G-—The strike has 
now resolved itself into a game of 
freeze-out, and that is practically the 
situation this morning. If the engi­ 
neers carry out the promise made 
yesterday, it will have the effect of 
preventing the Burlington road from 
doing any through business, but Burl­ 
ington officials say that they are pre­ 
pared to abide by this decision and 
confine the business entirely to locali­ 
ties covered by their own system. 
They claim to have filled sixty per 
cent, of llie places of the strikers, and 
say that they only want seventy-five 
per cent., as the road before the 
strike had more men than was need­ 
ed. They expect to bo ready to re­ 
ceive livestock and perishable freight 
on Friday. 
THE SITUATION IN ILLINOIS. 
A u r o r a , 111., March 6.—The Bur­ 
lington road is doing two classes of 
business at this point; one is hauling 
freight and passengers to a limited 
degree, and the other running a train­ 
ing school for engineers with r full 
quota of pupils. The striking engineers 
and railroad officials are both confid­ 
ent. No overt acts are charged to the 
strikers. They were a litile annoyed 
by the Mayor’s order 
forbid­ 
ding their 
committees visiting 
non-union engineers 
at 
their 
trains when passing through the 
city for the purpose of inducing them 
if possible to leave their engines. 
Outside of this they have no com­ 
plaint. At the yards it can he plainly 
seen that something is wrong. Every­ 
thing is done slowly and deliber­ 
ately as if there was plenty of timo. 
Fifty sjecial police guard the yards 
and as soon as a train reaches its 
limit, two specials jump 011 the engine 
and ride in the cab until the cars pass 
out on the other side of the city. 
Division .Superintendent Alexander 
and Train-muster P.eashler say that 
only one-third 
of the 
freight 
business 
is 
being 
done 
on 
the Chicago division, and the cars are 
lightly loaded, but they say that 
much of this is due to the fact that 
the company is refusing to haul stock ; 
in fact, that all business in this de­ 
partment is traffic confined to the 
Burlington system. 
THE PASSENGER BUSINESS 
Is in better shape, as far as train ser­ 
vice goes, but the cars are by no 
means crowded. 
Superintendent 
Alexander said that for the present 
but three through trains will be run. 
The company has in its training 
school about thirty men. They are 
carefully examine! by the master me­ 
chanic, and then allowed to practice 
running an engine up and down the 
yards. The officials claim that the 
new men are doing well and in a short 
time will be competent to take out 
trains. 
Disinterested citizens say, 
however, that many of them are fail­ 
ures, and tell of trains etalled at the 
depot until the master mechanic 
would come on account of the in­ 
ability of the new engineers to fix 
some parr, which has gotten out of re­ 
pair. The fast mail for Chicago came 
n to-day two and a-half hours late. 
The engineer was totally blind in one 
eye. The claim of the officers that 
they have all the men on the 
Chicago division they want is un­ 
true. 
They admit that the new 
hands are not 
up 
to 
the 
standard hut assert that improvement 
comes with each each day’s service. 
They also say that the reason they 
do not want more men is, that as long 
as the Burlington can do no transfer 
business with other roads, only a 
limited number of engiue-hands will 
be required. 
TRAIN-WRECKING IN NEBRASKA. 
N ebraska C ity, Neb., March 6.— 
About 1 o’clock to-day a freight train 
of the Kansas City and Council Bluffs 
road run by a new engineer was 
derailed six miles southeast of 
Nebraska City by a tie having been 
placed acrosB the track. Before the 
>assenger which was following could 
>e flagged it ran into the rear of the 
freight, wrecking a number of cars 
and the engine. A number are reported 
injured, among them the engineer 
and fireman of the passenger train, 
but none fatally. The men have been 
arrested on suspicion. 
ANNOTURR STRIKE ANNOUNCED, 
M in neapo lis, Minn., March 0.— 
Superintendent Harris, of the Chica- 
cago, Burlington and Northern rail­ 
road, received notice this evening 
that the engineers on his road would 
go out to-morrow morning at 10 
o’clock. Mr. Harris does not know 
what phase of the difficulty has 
caused this move. The road is not 
running more than fifteen engineers 
and he apprehends no difficulty in 
keeping the trains in motion. There 
is a general feeling of uneasiness 
among the engineers and firemen on 
all the roads centering here. At a 
meeting held to-day a strong feeling 
was developed against interchange of 
traffic with the BurHngton, and the 
impression prevails in railway circles 
that it will take but a little to make 
the strike general throughout the 
Northwest. 
THREATS OF A GENERAL LOCK-OUT. 
N ew Y ork, March 6.—The Press 
Committee of the Brotherhood En­ 
gineers have given out a statement 
here regarding the Burlington strike 
iu which they deprecate the printed 
statements made by some of the pa­ 
pers against them and explain care­ 
fully what has been done. They 
charge 
that 
several 
western 
roads in addition to covertly helping 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
by handling freight and passengers, 
l ave also aided them in procaring 
men to man their engines, in direct 
violation of good faith with their 
engineers. “Therefore, we now say 
to them,” says the statement, “indi­ 
vidually as men and collectively as 
an organization, that if the pending 
fight, in which they have individually 
and collectively labored for oar 
defeat, ia not settled 


a given day, we will stop work until 
it is, provided that the Grand Chief 
gives his sanction to our doing eo. 
Realizing the magnitude of our pre- 
pro posea plan of action, we have 
given the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy and the public due notice of 
our intention, and we may add that 
the Brotherhood is fully prepared to 
withstand the siege.” 
A HOLD Ito illtr.ll Y. 
E xciting Scene In the B radfo rd 
N atlonul R ank. 
B r a d f o r d , Penn., March 6 .— Abont 
11 o’clock this morning a man named 
Kimball entered the Bradford National 
Bapk with a revolver in his hand. 
When midway between the paying 
teller’s and discouut clerk’s desk be 
nimbly jumped over the high glass 
partition and made a grab for the 
money on the cashier’s de;k. The 
suddenness of the affair paralyzed the 
clerks, but Cashier Tomlinson rushed 
from his private office and seized the 
robber. As lie did so he received 
a ball from the 
revolver in 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
villain, 
over the left hip, going clear 
through him, and coming out over 
the right hip. He dropped and the 
robber escaped at the front door with 
the money and ran down aside street. 
The report of the revolver attracted 
a crowd and a number of citizens 
started in pursuit. Kimball ran some 
distance when he turned on his pur­ 
suers and shot A. L. Bleieh, a butcher, 
in Ihe abdomen, inflicting a dangerous 
wound. IIo then placed the revolver 
to his own head and fired, the ball 
entering at the temple and killing him 
instantly. The stolen money wa«

of

rubber coat which he 
wore. 
Tomlinson 
and Bleich 
are fatally lmrt andean live but a few 
hours. Kimball was about 28 years 
of «ge and was formerly an emplove 
of a producing firm. He was recently 
injured 011 the Erie road, near Stam- 
bury, iu an accident for which lie is 
said to have received several hundred 
dollars damages, since which time he 
lias been drinking lieavily. Ho was 
formerly areal estate agent in Garden 
City. Kansas, where his wife died, 
leaving two girls. The whole city is 
excited over the affair. Tomlinson 
has a wife and two children, and is 
held in great esteem.

N e w Y o r k , March 6.—Although 
petroleum dealings have not been es­ 
tablished a week on tiie Stock Ex­ 
change, the members of that Board 
experienced a corner to-day that they 
will remember for years. 
The opening was quiet at 94%, but 
certificates were scarce. The price was 
gradually bid up and at 2 o’clock 
reached 96. In tiré New York Stock 
Exchange at that time the corner cul­ 
minated in a demand by K. K. Wil­ 
lard that all certificates sold him yes­ 
terday must be delivered. Only 34,­ 
000 barrels were involved but these 
could not be secured except at a 
large advance. The first sales were 
made at 97, but it rapidly advanced 
to 1.28, and from there the price 
jumped to 1.45. The dealings were 
marked by the greatest excitement. 
In the Consolidated Exchange the 
excitement was even greater. Toward 
the close the market obtained a slight 
relief, and prices fell off a shade. 
The total sales were 6,504,000 barrels, 
of which 5,569,000 were transacted in 
the Consolidated, and the. remainder 
at the Stock Exchange. 
AT PITTSBURG. 
P i t t s b u r g , March 6.—This after­ 
noon an advance of six cents in the 
price of petroleum caused the meat 
intense excitement. 
The market 
almost bounded from 94% to 101, but 
broke at the close to 98% upon selling 
to realize. The transactions were 
heavy. 
T ill STS AND 1:0.TIBI NATIONS. 
Senate .C om m ittee D eport—New 
L egislation Hecoinmcuded* 
A lbany, March 6.—General Laws' 
Senate committee which has been 
taking testimony in New York recent­ 
ly on trusts of the various kinds, 
made its report to-day. The report 
says: “ However difficult the in­ 
fluence which gives rise to these com­ 
binations may be, the main purpose 
of the management and the effect of 
all upon the public is the same, to- 
wit: The aggregation of capital, the 
power of controlling manufacture, the 
output of various necessary com­ 
modities, and the requisition of the 
destruction of competitive properties, 
all leading to the final and conclusive 
purposes of annihilating competition 
and enabling the combinations to fir 
the price at which they would pur­ 
chase raw materia] from producers, 
and at which they would sell refined 
product to the consumer. In any 
event the public at each end of the 
industry, the producer and consumer 
is, and is intended to be in a certain 
senser at the mercy of the syndicate, 
combination or trust.” 
The report recommends new legis­ 
lation, and that the Attorney -General 
proceed against violation of the laws. 
“ K IN G ” CLAUS. 
H e T alk s A bout H ie Proposed 
S ugar R efinery. 
N ew Y o rk, March 6.—Claus Bpreck- 
els, the sugar king of the Pacific 
slope, arrived from Philadelphia late 
this afternoon and registered at the 
Hoffman House. Owners of real 
estate besieged his rooms to-night. 
Many came with fully prep&red plans 
of desirable sites to locate a 
sugar refinery. 
Sprcckels spoke 
frankly about the object of his 
Eastern trip. He said that he 
had determined to invest nearly 
$5,000,000 in a large refinery in the 
Blast, either at New York, Baltimore 
or Philadelphia. He hAd no doubt of 
its success. His plans for refining 
had all been made, and the only 
points under consideration are tiie 
location and capacity of building to 
run the refinery. Water front and rail­ 
road facilities were, of court e, neces­ 
sary. Mr. Bprekels said that Phila­ 
delphia had offered two good sites, 
having both requirements. Another 
consideration was fuel, and this in 
Philadelphia was much cheaper than 
in Baltimore or New York, and labor 


was just as cheap. The capacity of the 
proposed refinery is 11 be 4000 barrels 
and might exceed that amount. 
SPEAKING OK THE TRUST 
Spreckels said : “Of course my aim 
in putting up a big refinery is to fight 
the Sugar ;Trust. I shall oppose that 
corporation tdoth and nail. It has 
been stepping on my toes in Califor­ 
nia, and several of mv competitors 
out there have joined the syndicate 
and I intend to do all I can 
to break it. I have emphat­ 
ically and repeatedly refused to 
join the monopoly, although ve»y 
heavy pressure hai been brought to 
biar upou me. With that end in 
view I shall go into the open market 
and bu' sugar just as Havemeyer and 
others do. 
A portion of my supplies 
I may ship from the Spreckels’ plan­ 
tation on the Sandwich Islands, and I 
can sell sugar as low as the trust 
can. There is a little feeling between 
some of the members of the trust 
and myself because of my persistent 
refusal to join them, but I can tight it 
out. 
THE BEET SUGAR PROJECT. 
Spreckels said that his beet sugar 
manufactory in California would be 
in operation next fall, and the ma­ 
chinery, now in course of construc­ 
tion ia Europe, would arrive in about 
two months. 
The failures which 
have resulted in the experiments in 
producing beet sugar in this country, 
principally in California, were caused 
by inexperienced workmen. Spreckels, 
in conclusion, reiterated his determi­ 
nation to carry out his plans for the 
refinery of his own sugar in the East. 
AN EXCITED .ROB 
A ttem pt to i ynch a Negro a t 
Independence, No. 
K ansas C ity, March 0 —At Inde­ 
pendence, Mo., last night, Mrs. Libby 
Hebardiu was brutally assaulted by 
Dave Fisher, colored. He was ar­ 
rested at midnight and iodgtd in the 
county jail. On account of the talk 
of lynching, Marshal MacGowan to­ 
day decided to remov 1 the prisoner to 
this city, and shortly after 4 o’clock 
this afternoon he sttrted for the depot. 
A crowil of a thousand men and boys 
followed the party to the train, crying 
“Lynch him,” etc., but the Marshal 
and his deputies got the man aboard 
safely and ho ariivcd here to-night. 
A number of negroes who were in the 
crowd assisted in getting Fisher 011 
the train, for which the mob turned 
on them and severely beat several. 
One white man was slightly cut by a 
negro he had attacked.

T H E BAKERS’ BROTH EHHOOD 
Aid t« be E xtended to the Pacific 
Coast B ranch. 
St . L ouis, March 6.—The National 
Convention of Journeymen Bakers 
was resumed this morning. After 
disposing of a large amount of routine 
matter, August Dolebar, a delegate 
representing the Pacific Coast Union, 
presented a resolution setting forth 
the disastrous consequences of last 
fall’s strike, in which they wore de­ 
feated and asked for assistance to 
again set the Uuion on a firm basis. 
A resolution was adopted that each 
member of the Union in America be 
assesed fifty cents for the benefit of 
the Pacific department. After some 
discussion the assessment was cut 
down to twenty-five cents each and 
the resolution was adopted, the money 
to be collected from 1,700 members 
and to be paid within two months.

W-ASHiNGTON, March 6.—The Demc* 
cratic majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day submitted 
to the full committee the internal 
revenue bill. 
Section 1 of the bill provides for the 
repeal of all taxes on manufactured 
chewing tobacco, smoking tobaccoand 
snuff, and special taxes upon manu­ 
facturers of and dealers in leaf tobac­ 
co, to take effect July 1, 1888. A re­ 
bate for the full amount of (he tax on 
unbroken packages of smoking and 
manufactured tobacco and snuff held 
by dealers on July 1st will be allowed 
if’the claim is presented before Sep­ 
tember 8th. 
Section 2 provides that manufactur­ 
ers of cigars shall each pay annually 
a special tax of three dollars and 
dealers in tobacco one dollar. 
Manufacturers of cigars, cheroots or 
cigarettes will not be required to pay 
a special tax as dealers when the pro­ 
ducts are sold at the place of manu­ 
facture, the act to take effect July 1st. 
Sections provides for the appropria­ 
tion of $20,000 for expenses incidental 
in carrying the above into effect. 
Section 4 repeals section 3361 of the 
revised statutes and ail laws which 
impose restrictions upon the sale of 
leaf tobacco. 
Sections 5 to 9, inclusive, provide 
penalties for violation of internal 
revenue laws, appointment of com­ 
missioners, etc. 
Section 10 amends section 3176 of 
the revised statutes and provides pen­ 
alties for concealing or falsely report- 
‘ 
taxable goods. 
lection 11 amends section 3255 of 
the revis'd statutes by striking out 
all after said number and substituting 
therefor the following: “And the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, may exempt distillers 
of brandy made exclusively from ap­ 
ples, peaches, grapes or other traite, 
from any provision of this title relat­ 
ing to the manufacture of spirits, ex­ 
cept to tax thereon when in his judg­ 
ment it may seem expedient to do so. 
Section 12 extends the act of March 
3, 1887, to brandy distilled from any 
kind of fruit which is not now re- 
3 
uired, or shall not be required, to be 
eposited in the distillery warehouse. 
Section 13 provides for the sale of 
distilling property when seized for 
violation of laws. 
Provision is made in section 14 that 
section 3 255 of the revised statutes be 
amended by striking out all after said 
number ana substituting the follow­ 
ing: “The Secretary of the IVeasuiy 
may exempt all distilleries wbictt 
m&9h less than twenty-five bushels 
of gram per day, from the operations 
of the provisions of this title relating 
to the manufacture of spirits, except 
as to payment of tax, which said tax 
shall then be levied and collected on 
the capacity of said distilleries, and 
said distilleries then shall be run and 
operated without storekeeper or store­ 
keepers or gaugers.” 
Section 16 repeals all clauses of sec­ 
tion 3,244 of the revised statutes and 
all amendatory thereto and all other 
laws which impose any special taxes 
upon manufacturers of stills and re­ 
tail dealers in malt liquors. 
Section 17 provides that this act 
shall be in force from and after July 
1, 1838, and all laws and parts of 
laws in conflict are hereby repealed. 
The total reduction made by the 
bill is about $25,000,000, of which 
$20,000,000 is on tobacco, and $5,000,­ 
000 on various special taxes re­ 
moved. 
i y w IT WAS RECEIVED. 
The presentation of the bill waa 
the signal for a vigorous onslaught by 
the Republican members upon their 
Democratic colleagues. They roundly 
denounced the majority for their con­ 
duct in the preparation of this and 
the Tariff Bill, and their indignation 
was heightened when the proposition 
was put and carried despite the ob­ 
jections, to consolidate in one meas­ 
ure 
the 
Tariff and 
Revenue 
Bills. 
It 
was 
suggested 
by 
the 
Republicans in 
view 
of 
the apparent determination of the 
majority to begin immediately formal 
consideration of the bill, that the 
manufacturers and producers, whose 
interests might be affected, should be 
aflorded an opportunity to address the 
committee on the subject. This 
rroposition did not seem to meet with 
avor at the hands of the majority, 
and after considerable discussion the 
committee adjourned until to-morrow 
without disposing of the question.

In 
answer to the plea, “ We have so 
much to do at home that we can not 
spare time for the foreign work,” 
look at the ancient church for the 
history of this doctrine, at the modern 
church for its peril, into the face of 
our Saviour to feel its narrowness. 
Some people believe that a little patch 
of the Lord’s field should be cultivated 
until it is perfect. 
It is like the 
farmer who will not go out into his 
field to work until he has made a 
place about his house so that no 
weeds will spring up, no branches 
need pruning, no plants wither. 
Miss Porter sketched two pictures, 
one of the mission as she found it, 
the other as she left it. 
In the one, 
crowds of eagerly insultingly curious 
men, 
women 
and 
children. The 
women knowing only one thing, that 
repeating itself to her in the never 
failing answer to her questioning: ‘ I 
don’t know, 
I ’m stupid, 
I'm 
woman." 
In the other, a smaller number, 10 
or 12 women who had learned in two 
hours a week so that they could turn 
to any passage in the scriptures, 
could repeat many passages of scrip­ 
ture and hym ns and three or four who 
could go about and teach others. 
Most touchingly Miss Porter spoke 
of the self denial of the native Chris­ 
tian and tears were in many eyes as 
she told of a “ collection taken in a 
weather beaten adobe h u t that they 
called a church.”

OUR NEIGHBORS. 


The long delayed engine for the 
Chino valley has arrived and the trial 
tn p made with the best success. 
The Pomona Public Library Asso­ 
ciation has a'm em bership of 70, about 
500 good books upon its shelves, and 
is out of debt. 
Mr. T. H. Tinsley, an architect, of 
Kansas City, has purchased the Willis 
homestead, in San Bernardino, and 
will reeide there. 
The census of Santa Ana shows that 
•there are only 1907 females to 2455 
males. There are, therefore, 548 men 
who are disconsolate and who must 
rem ain bachelors perforce. 
Acreage property is in keen de­ 
m and all over the San Bernardino 
valley, while the dem and for good 
town lots in San Bernardino and Red­ 
lands is greater than a year ago this 
month. 
The boom at Redlands is not dim in­ 
ishing in the 
least, and building 
is being pushed in that beautiful 
location, and its tributary territory 
is being settled with a rapidity cor­ 
responding with the town itself.* 
There is enough tim ber of one kind 
and another in the 
section to be 
tapped by the flume to last many 
years, and the projectors 
of 
the 
scheme cannot but reap a laree profit, 
so says the San Bernardino Times. 
They are keeping and maintaining 
in good condition four milch cows 
the year round upon an acre in Ven­ 
tura county. 
In the Eastern and 
Southern States they fall far short of 
this, even in the most favored local­ 
ities. 
The real estate transfers in Santa 
Ana for the month 
of February 
amounted to $689,800, or a daily 
average for the twenty-four working 
days of that m outh of $28,744. The 
least total of transfers in any one day 
am ounted to $5,744, while the largest 
reached $101,957. 
The safe for the Chino Valley Bank 
has been received anil placed in posi­ 
tion. 
There is probably not a liner 
one in the United States. 
It is of 
chrom e steel throughout. 
It weighs 
nearly 7000 pounds, and cost $1850, 
without reckoning the freight. 
The 
bank will soon oj>en its doors for busi­ 
ness. 
Grading on the Palm dale railroad 
has been commenced at Seven Palms. 
The ties have arrived in San Pedro 
and will be sent out at once. The 
iron is on the road and a portion of it 
is expected to arrive next week. The 
engi. e which is now on the road is 
expected to arrive some time this 
month. 
The scheme was entirely feasible, 
but the time was not opportune, and 
it was abandoned.

It is inter­ 
spersed with ciénegas, some of which 
are of considerable extent, and afford 
fine pasture for cattle, and also much 
good potato land.

I find in 612 
fractional lot 7, block 28, Hancock's 
survey, assessed to unknown owners, 
and fractional 8, block 28, also assess­ 
ed to unknown owners. Now there 
are no fractional lots in blocl^,28,Han­ 
cock’s survey; but lot 7, block 28, 
composed of the Marathan tract and 
my 1% acre tract, and the taxes are 
all paid. Lot 8, block 28, is compos­ 
ed of the Hubbard tract,and on Mr.8. 
Hubbard’s home place and Mr. Beau­ 
dry’s land. The taxes are also paid. 
There may be some scattering lots in 
the Marathan tract not paid, but all 
would have been paid could the col­ 
lector’s clerk have found them assess­ 
ed to any name but unknown owners. 
No mortal man can tell bead or tail 
about this property, unless ho goes 
over the whole 25 pages of the H er­ 
a l d ’s tax supplement and then it is 
an accident ii lie find all the names 
under which his property is assessed. 
If the property is sold as it appears 
in the delinquont list, it will cost the 
tax payers more

Your tax receipt wil] do you no good, 
five or ten years from now when some 
abstract company tells you your land 
was sold in 1888 for a mortgage that 
never was on the property or to un­ 
known owners for taxes due on some­ 
body else’s property.

1 think the Board of Supervisors 
ought to stop the sale of what is called 
delinquent taxes as not being delin­ 
quent, as at least two-ihirds of it has 
been paid; and if the Supervisors 
have no power, the people interested 
ought to serve an injunction on the 
collector to stop the sale, as he is 
compelled to sell all that is turned 
over to him as delinquent, unless 
proven to be double assessment before 
he reaches it.

Harstow or some place near there,

connect with a party at Ash Meadows, 
Nevada, who

ford, Utah. The party which arrived 
here at noon to-day left Salt Lake on 
the 12th of Februury.

and gold ore, lying so convenient to 
every facility, should have so long 
lain dormant.

A poition of the party al­ 
so visited Resting Springs, and ex­ 
pressed themselves as well pleased 
with the mining outlook iu that once 
prosperous camp, which only needs 
cheap transportation facilities for sup 
plies and fuel, to become once more a 
large bullion producer.

N et w o rse T h a n oth ers. 
We protest against the attempt to 
make Los Angeles appear in the light 
of the wickedest city in America. To 
read the outpourings of one of our con­ 
temporaries on this subject, a stranger 
would take it for granted that our city 
was given over to thieves, gamblers 
and harlots. But the picture is much 
blacker than we deserve. In its moral 
aspect Los Angeles will compare fa­ 
vorably with any cosmopolitan city 
in the United States. It is a peculiarity 
of a very influential class of the Ameri­ 
can people that they deliberately refuse 
to recognize the fact that there are cer­ 
tain kinds of evils which always have 
and always will exist in cities. These 
people live in the haze of a delusion 
which makes them believe that these 
•vilfl are somehow eradicable. They 
tell you that if the law were enforced 
against gambling it could be sup­ 
pressed. Yet the fact remains that 
the most stringent measures have 
never in any city succeeded in doing 
go, They have only succeeded in 
driving it into more secret places 
and thus rendering it more injurious 
to the community. Tbe practical 
statesman would sav to these vision­ 
aries that when an evil cannot be 
abated it is the work of wisdom to 
control and regulate it—to so far 
recognize it legally as to bring it out 
of its dark and secret places and take 
away from it its most dangerous prin­ 
ciple by keeping it under strict police 
surveillance. But a proposition to do 
this would be received with an ex­ 
clamation of virtuous horror by the 
goody- goody portion of the com­ 
munity. To recognize gambling or 
any other ineradicable evil by licens­ 
ing it and placing it under po­ 
lice regulation would be held as 
compounding with the evil one. Let 
os take, for instance, the gambling 
so-called Grain Exchange, that has 
been carried on openly here for 
months. Nobody doubts the charac­ 
ter of the business carried on by this 
“ exchange." It is what a Council­ 
man sententiously designated as a 
eelf-working faro-bank driven by elec­ 
tricity. Yet we are sure that the 
very fact that this new-fangled gam­ 
bling contrivance is carried on openly 
renders it much less dangerous than 
if it were driven into dark corners 
whore the public eye could not look 
upon it. Now any employer whose 
confidential cleik should play at this 
game would be spotted at once, 
before he had time to seriously 
injure the man he worked for. On the 
other hand, if the game were carried 
on in secret placeB he might ruin his 
employer before it was known that he 
had been playing in automatic margins. 
The legal adviser of the city has not 
been able to find any law to place 
this 
game 
in 
the 
legal 
category of 
games of 
chance, 
and 
therefore it will doubtless 
continue to be played 
openly. 
The best way therefore, nnder the 
circumstances, to deal with it is 
to place it nnder a high license. This 
will permit it to exist under the eye 
of the public and the surveillance of 
the police. If there is no objection to 
licensing this game, why should 
be to licensing other gambling 
, really not less pernicious to 
the 
morals 
of the community 
than 
tbe 
margin 
gamble? 
We may say that regular gambling 
prohibited by statute; but we know 
that in this case prohibition does not 
prohibit. It is a nice question to de 
tannine the value of a law which 
tbeoratteaJly suppresses, but which 
practically, instead of suppressing, 
aggravates the evil it aims to correct. 


T his is the time of the year when 
the olive can be planted with safety. 
It is strange that while so many 
thousands of trees are and have been 
planted in Southern California in the 
past few years, eo few growers have 
turned their attention to olives. The 
planting of olive trees along the high­ 
ways, and whenever a property 
owner has hind that cannot be put to 
any particular use, is urged by some 
horticulturists in Southern California. 
The olive tree flourishes with 
little care and will grow where 
other trees will not. 
It can be 
planted in good bottum land in the 
same manner as ordinary trees are. 
In dry 6oil that cannot be irrigated, 
a hole two and a half feet deep and 
six to eight feet square has to be dug. 
The roots in thia loose soil hive 
room to spread, and the tree will 
live. The olive tree will bear fruit in 
a few years, and the fruit always 
commands a good price. Then, too, 
the olive tree will live and bear 
abundantly for many years. It is 
always in full foliage aud is one of 
tho handsomest and freshest looking 
trees we have in this region. -It is an 
ornament to any yard or 
lawn. 
The market for pure olive oil 
extending rapidly, 
and the 
production is never equal to the de­ 
mand. News comes from the south 
of Europe that a short crop of olive oil 
is expected, which will increase the 
value of the production in Southern 
California. The countries along the 
shores of the Mediterranean, princi­ 
pally France, Italy and Spain, are tho 
chief p oducers of olive oil. Of late 
years cottonseed, peanut and lard oil 
are represented as being used as adul­ 
terants of foreign olive til. With 
proper attention to the culture of the 
olive, California will soon do 
away with the adulterated arti­ 
cle. 
Several years ago it was 
demonstrated by meteorological data 
gathered at various points that 
the climatic conditions for olive cul­ 
ture were favorable over the greater 
part of the State. But Southern Cali­ 
fornia is the home of the olive. The 
Mission Fathers knew this more than 
a hundred years ago, and at almost 
all of the Missions they founded, they 
planted the olive, as well as the vine 
and the orange, olive oil constituting 
an important element in their daily 
diet. In the semi-tropical land of 
Southern California, for culinary pur­ 
poses pure olive oil is exceptionally 
excellent, and may be used advan­ 
tageously in the place of butter and 
other fats in cooking, as the taste is 
quite pleasing. - As an article for 
building up wasted tissues caused by 
sickness, olive oil is superior to cod 
liver oil. Plant the olive. 


A t a b l e recently published by the 
Call, gives the arrivals and depart­ 
ures of Chinese at the port of San 
Francisco since 1852. In that year 
20,026 were landed and only 1,768 
sailed away. The arrivals for the 
succeeding twenty-eight years aggre­ 
gate a total of 253,035, while the de­ 
partures for the same period weie 
only 123.061. In the aggregate since 
1880 the arrivals number 82,654, and 
the departures 75,821. Not allow­ 
ing for those who have reach the Un­ 
ited States via British 
Colum­ 
bia 
and Mexico, this 
would 
leave 136,807 Chinese in the country 
at the present time. Some weeks ago 
an estimate made by the Six Com­ 
panies showed that there were 200,­ 
000 Mongolians then in the Union. 
Other authorities have placed the 
total number of Chinese in the land 
at from 225,000 to 250.000. If, as it is 
claimed, the Restriction Act is doing 
but little, Congress should pass a 
more effective measure. The States 
east of the Rockies, which have of 
late years received a goodly number 
of the Chinese, are beginning to 
awaken to the fact that Johnny 
Comprador is not a desirable addition 
to their population, and, therefore, 
Congress may be as rigid in a new 
restriction act as the case calls for. 
Secretary Bayard is reported to have 
given out that a new treaty of abso­ 
lute exclusion is about concluded with 
the Chinese Government. As we have 
stated before, that Government does 
not care a baubee as to such a policy. 
The governing classes in China want 
the trade of the United States, for 
that benefits the rich of the Flowery 
Kingdom. The right to come here 
as laborers benefits the poor, and that 
class in China has no rights which 
the rich are bound to or care to re­ 
spect. 


B tsB N F ren i « la s s H sa se s. 
The Los Angeles real estate man certain 
ly knows how to avail himself of every op­ 
portunity to further the sale of his landr 
[Los Angeles Times. 
No one has ever doubted that. The 
trouble has been that he has created 
fictitious opportunities, and that 
thousands must suffer, are suffering 
now in consequeneq of the down­ 
grade of the speculative market hav­ 
ing been reached in Los Angeles. In 
the common sense view of the matter, 
the dullest can understand that the 
town lot schemes of the “ Los Ange­ 
les real estate man” will require a 
population of a million in or­ 
der to fulfill the promise of oc 
cupancy with which these speculators 
have deluded the people. Natural 
rise in values, honest development, 
uninflated prosperity — these none 
will decry; but when it ia undeniable 
that the lot8 outnumber the capacity 
of the population to occupy and im 
prove a hundred to one, it is evident 
that speculation must grow weary of 
waiting for the day ot promise, aud 
turn back to realize upon itself. Then 
retrogression sets in. That must be 
the outcome in every place “boomed’ 
an inch in advance of its commercial 
and industrial development.—[Sacra­ 
mento Record-Union. 
In the same issue of our most es­ 
teemed Sacramento contemporary 
from which the above is taken ap­ 
pears a similarly garbled quotation 
from oursel res, which makes us say 
baldly, “Climate is the basis of all 
our claims of superiority.” 
And our neighbor of the north is 
very sensitive os to having “odious 
comparisons” instituted by 
any 
journal in this eection, whereby his 
o wn comes off second best. This being 
so he should be careful, not to pro­ 
voke these comparisons. He is 
bright and apt in his defense 
of the section to whose interests 
he devotes his energies, hut any 
comparison called out between the 
two parts of the State can not fail to 
result most disastrously to his 
cause. 
No orator, were he of the 
stamp and eloquence of Brutus, him­ 
self, can take up such a losing game 
and win. It is not in the cards that 
he should. Who so well as a Sacra­ 
mentan could preach from such 
text as tliis: “It is evident that spec­ 
ulation must grow weary of waiting 
for the day of promise, and turn l ack 
to realize upon itself!”

The Byzantines nicknamed 
their neighbor “ the city of the 
blind,” because they had built where 
they did, with the “golden horn” and 
all its wonderful possibilities in full 
view. 
In tbe days of the modern 
Argonauts, Sacramento was founded 
on the flats along the river bottoms. 
The founders conceived the high hope 
that tliey had found a place to build a 
a city. The people with eyes came 
along a few months later and built 
San Francisco at the Golden Gate.

All that 
is going on here is emphatically in 
the way of “natural rise in values, 
honest development, uninflated pros­ 
perity.” There is nothing of any 
other nature to be looked for in this 
city. This is by no means a “city of 
the blind.” The men who built Los 
Angeles had eyes; those who are in­ 
terested here now are far-seeing men 
—and this includes the great bulk of 
all the country round about us as well 
as the city. 


T he editor of the Fresno Democrat 
has been speaking in language that is 
plain to his brother editor of the Re­ 
publican. The former gives the latter 
the lie direct, emphasized by the 
interjections of cur and scoundrel, 
and expresses the wish of a bloody 
meeting with his rival. Horace Gree­ 
ley once set a pleasant example of 
how newspaper quarrels can be set­ 
tled. The elder Hale, of political 
fame and memory, was the editor 
and proprietor of the Boston Adver­ 
tiser, a conservative and staid journal, 
but rather slow—always a day or 
two behind in its news columns. 
The younger Hale, who bad been as­ 
sociated with bis father, started a 
paper called To-Day. Mr. Greeely in 
commenting upon its appearance, 


said: “ Its name is most appropriate, 
inasmuch as it is the son of yet ter- 
day.” The proprietor of the Adver­ 
tiser was very indignant, and, in a 
sharp editorial article, iuformed Mr. 
Greeley that he had cut off his paper 
from exchange with the Tribune. Mr. 
Greeley replied in the kindliest man­ 
ner, ending with these words: “Don’t 
be augry Mr. Hale, but send along 
the Advertiser; we can’t do without 
it.” The exchange was not cut off 
and Mr. Greeley and Mr. Hale contin­ 
ued life-long friends. 


T ub New York Mail and Express 
says: “Tho business of the Atlantic 
aud Pacific Railioad Company lias so 
increased that they have been obliged 
to make an arrangement with a syndi­ 
cate for $500,000 for a new equipment. 
The trust will provide fifty new en­ 
gines, tobe paid for in sixteen semi 
annual payments, with interest at 6 
por cent, the principal being about 
half a million. One thousand two 
hundred cars will be built and paid 
for in tho same way. These will 
probably cost $600,000.” 
These 
facts speak volumes, and that most 
emphatically, touching the growth 
of Pacific coast business. The 
road referred to here is a link in the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fc sys 
I'm . It runs through New Mexico 
aud Arizona. The local traffic on the 
line is very meager, and nearly all 
its equipment is used directly and 
only on through business. Fifty new 
engines and 1200 cars is a large 
amount of addition to make. The 
cars are equal to more than 120 
trains. No doubt the whole force 
will be required to do the trem endons 
business of the present, and the rap­ 
idly increasing traffic between the 
Missouri river and Los Angeles. 


The Cit-us Fair is closed. It has 
proved to be a brilliant success, and 
reflects great credit on the people 
who undertook and managed it, 
and on Riverside generally. The 
display made in this city was 
very fino one; but it was not the 
moiety of what it ought to have 
been. When one reflects that of this 
entire county of Los Angeles only one 
community took the tronido to enter 
the lists as a contributor, it will be 
realized how much was left un­ 
done 
that 
might aud 
should 
have been done. Too much credit 
can not be bestowed upon Anaheim, 
the solo representative of Los Angeles 
county in the hall. She set up a most 
attractive display of her products, 
which had to ask no odds of any thing 
in the hall. Mr. F. U. Schaumbur- 
ger worked like a nailer to accomplish 
his purpoae, and Anaheim should 
present him with a civic crown as a 
testimonial for his services to the 
town. 
_______________ 
Is d e v e l o pm e n t by any means 
nearly accomplished in this section? 
To hear the croakers talk one would 
think such might be the case. But 
croakers are poor people to seek coun­ 
sel from. They are always blind 
guidos. Tho San Fernando valley, 
embracing from this side of Burbank 
to the Sau Fernando tunnel, and from 
the mouths of tbe Tejunga and 
Pacoima cafions to the Santa Susana 
mountains, contains 100,000 acres of 
the choicest lands, 50,000 acres of de­ 
cidedly good 
lands, and from 
50.000 to 100,000 
acres 
more 
of 
fair 
to 
rather 
middling 
grades of land. The choicest portion 
is capable of supporting in the various 
pursuits of agriculture 50,000 souls. 
Along the railroad which passes 
through the middle of this are four 
embryo towns—Tropico, Burbank, Pa­ 
coima and San Fernando. These 
will grow t > number on an average 
5.000 each. The next grade of land 
will maintain easily 10 000 souls, and 
the third grade, let us say, half as 
many. Here is an aggregate ap­ 
proximating 100,003 inhabitants in 
this one corner of Los Angeles county. 
There are perhaps 1,000 people there 
to-ilay. In five years there will be 
50.000 there, and in ten years there 
will be 100,000 souls on the territory. 


T he United States is a good place 
to live in, especially as regards long­ 
evity. The bale and hearty English 
octogenarian or the nonagenarian is 
often put to the fore as a result of a 
conservative method of life, and as 
opposed to the American energetic 
method, which is generally supposed 
to lessen longevity to the extent that* 
even the good die young. The London 
Lancet lias lately shown the fact that 
we in the United States are longer 
lived than are our cousins in England. 
Taking middle-age, forty-five, the 
Lancet finds that whereas “the expec­ 
tation of life” is identical for women 
in the two countries, for men it is one 
year greater here than on the other 
side of the water. The activity and 
push of American life are evidently 
not so bad for us as it has been

RESOLUTIONS ON TAXATION. 
After the annual election of officers 
a resolution submitted hy H. \V. 
C rabb, Chairm an of the Committee 
on the Internal Revenue Tax, was 
taken up. 
The first clause to the 
effect that the special internal revenue 
tax system should be abolished, was 
adopted. Over the second clause, de­ 
m anding that the internal revenue 
tax on fruit spirits should bo reduced 
to not exceed fifty cents i>er gallon, 
there was much debate, several speak­ 
ers holding that the internal revenue 
tax on spirits should be abolished 
altogether. 
Finally the following 
resolution was substituted for the 
Original o n e: “ Tbat, in order to equal­ 
ize the cost of tlie production, the 
tax on fruit spirits should be forty 
cents less a gallon than on other 
spiri s, and that at the present rate of 
taxation the tax on fruit spirits should 
be reduced to fifty cents.” 
The remaining clauses of the reso­ 
lution were carried as submitted and 
the following additional ones added : 
Revolved: th a t 
the 
privilege of 
bonding be extended to all producers 
of fruit brandies. 
Revolved: That an additional duty 
of 20 cents per gallon should be placed 
on all im ported wines containing 
more than 15 per cent, of alcohol. 
Revolved: That the duty on foreign 
fruit juices should be ut least 50 cents 
per gallon and when containing more 
than 15 per cent, of alcohol should 
pay an additional tax of $2. on each 
gallon of alcohol in excess contained 
therein. 
Revolved: That the bonding period 
should be extended from tliree to five 
years. 
Iksolved: That tlie law should be 
so am ended th at fruit brandy in bond 
may be transferred into smaller pack­ 
ages to suit the requirem ents of the 
* trade. 
Resolved: That fruit brandy may he 
bottled and cased in bond and may 
be exported in bottles and cases free 
of internal revenue duty or its w ith­ 
drawal on paym ent of tax. 
Revolved: That the law should lie 
so amended th at fruit spirits m ay be 
free of tax in fortifying sweet wiues, 
and that all brandy should be marked 
by gauges of the year in which it is 
distilled. 
We recommend th a t Con­ 
gress pass a law protecting the purity 
of wine and forbidding the manufac­ 
ture and sale of spurious wines. 
Revolved: Tbat the duty on im­ 
ported raisins should not be less than 
two cents per ¡xmnd. 
Revolved: That Congress be respect­ 
fully requested to pass a law authoriz­ 
ing the President to appoint a Com­ 
missioner-General to represent the 
United States in tlie proposed exhibi­ 
tion to be held in Paris. 


THE WINE EXCHANGE 
H . W. 
Crabb was 
empowered 
to appoint a committee from through­ 
out 
the 
different wine-producing 
counties to solicit subscriptions to­ 
ward t he proposed exchange and to 
call a meeting and otherwise carry on 
all business tending towards the es­ 
tablishm ent of the exchange.

How Spent in Semi-Tropic 
California. 


TH E SAN FERNANDO VALLEY. 


The E x cursion to th e Big P acoim a 


R e ta in in g Dam on 


Y esterd ay . 


Promptly at 9 
a . m . yesterday, ac­ 
cording to previous announcement, a 
special train of S’x cars pulled out 
from the Southern Pacific depot in 
this city which contained nearly 200 
people bound for the San Fernando 
valley, for Pacoima and Judge Wid- 
nev’s big retaining dam , which is to 
furnish water to irrigato 2,000 acres 
of land and for two towns. 
Getting across the river a little bit, 
the grade of the Glendale Railroad 
was seen paralleling tlie Southern 
Pacific IJne past the Three-mile house 
and th n heading across the San Ra­ 
fael ranch toward the m outh of the 
Verduga cafion. Glendale appears in 
the distance, a very promising town 
of a good deal of present develop­ 
ment. 
The next town is Tropica, which is 
situated immediately on the Southern 
Pacific line, and already has a very 
good start 
in its growth towards 
being a city. Then comes Burbank, 
a few miles further ou. 
This place 
has a handsome hotel, a fine brick 
block, a 
great 
many 
handsome 
houses, a population fast approximat­ 
ing 500, and all the signs of promise 
for a great future. 
Across the river 
is the Los Feliz homestead, with the 
Ostrich 
farm 
near 
by, 
to 
which 
the 
Dummy 
road 
is 
now operated. 
Just at the river- 
crossing, below tho Los Feliz farm 
house there is a bridge being built 
on which this road will cross. The 
roadbed is nearly 
all 
graded as 
straight as a bea flies, to Burbank. A 
large gang of graders is busy finish­ 
ing the roadbed. 
F urther up is Pacoima, a spick and 
span 
new town, with fountains of 
water running to waste in 
all tlie 
streets. A fine hotel is nearly complete, 
ami there are half a dozen new houses, 
really fine residences, all complete 
and occupied, indicate that a town is 
sure to grow up at this point. 
Then comes San Fernando, where 
the train stopped and all allighted. 
Judge 
W idney 
and 
Mr. 
R . P. 
Waite 
accompanied 
the 
people 
to 
this 
city, 
and 
at 
San 
Fernando, 
Senator 
Maclay 
met 
he train with fully a hundred teams. 
Getting seats as they m ight, tlie ex­ 
cursion then started in a long proces­ 
sion to reach the mouth of the cafion 
by a big detour which led over a 
greater portion of the Maclay ranch 
lying between the railroad and the 
mountains. San Kernuudo is growing 
at a great pace. New buildings stand 
on the mesa 
in 
all 
direction0. 
Several artesiau wells were passed, 
and also a lot of big reservoirs. These 
furnish an abundance of water to all 
the ranches and houses on the plain. 
The Maclay Theological College, a 
large and substantial brick building, 
towers up grandly in the center of all. 


THE DAM. 
In due course of time, after be­ 
ing carried for many miles over 
the 
country, 
which 
is 
all 
a 
foot 
deep 
in 
lush 
and 
sweet 
grasses, 
in 
springing 
crops 
of 
grain, and in bright wild flowers, the 
mouth of the cafion was reached. 
Here all the party dispersed in small 
companies to inspect the work. This 
has all been described at length in the 
H e r a l d , but for the benefit of those 
w ho may not have read th at account, 
it may be well to state 
tbat at 
a 
point 
in 
the 
cafion 
where 
the 
banks 
approach 
to 
within 
fiOO feet 
the dam is 
built. 
At 
the shoulders of the hills bedrock 
was laid bare. 
All the distance be 
tween a trench ranging from forty- 
seven to fifty-three feet deep was dug, 
and in this was laid a wall. The footing 
of this is imbedded in the rock some 
eight inches all along. 
It is built on 
solid masonry, the best cement and 
granite boulders, 
two feet 
three 
inches wide, and so as to rise some 
three or four feet above tlie sur­ 
face of the 
ground. 
Above 
the 
dam 
pifies 
are laid 
which 
lead 
the water iuto 
two 
wells 
each 
eight 
feet in 
diameter 
These serve as reservoirs. 
Pipes dip 
to a depth of twenty feet into these, 
through which the water flows out 
and onto the land below7, reaching 
Pacoima, some ten miles away. 
A 
large stream of water flows at all 
seasons below this bed of gravel. The 
space above 
the dam 
is 1000 
feet 
w'ide. 
Back to a distance 
of nearly twice that am ount in feet, 
and fifty feet deep, the interstices 
between the the gravel will be filled 
with water. This will filter through 
the clean granite gravel, enter the 
wells, pass through the pipes, and 
thus be distributed to the plain below. 
That the retaining dam is serving 
the purpose for which it was intended 
is proved by the fact that the gravel 
below 
the 
dam 
is 
free 
of 
water, 
while th at above 
is like 
a perfectly saturated sponge. The 
stream below the gravel has been 
cut off and forced to the surface, 
where it must enter the pipes. The 
cost of this great w'ork has reached 
$35,000. 
A SPEECH. 
Judge Widney explained all this to 
the assembly. 
Ho said Los Angeles 
stream s 
run bottom up, tbat is, 
below 
many feet of gravel, be­ 
cause 
the 
soil 
had 
not 
been 
washed into the sea. The detritus 
from the mountains, rich in fertilise 
ing properties, is washed into the 
cafions and onto tlie plains. 
In the 
East the soil has all been washed in­ 
to the seas. The whole country there 
is on bed-rock as well as the rivers. 
Here the water flows below fifty or 
one liundred or more feet of fine soil, 
and can be forced to the surface 
by 
such 
retaining dam s as this, 
or 
brought 
up 
by 
artesiau 
wells. This is a great advantage in 
our favor. 
The Judge spoke glowingly of tbe 
past progress of the county. 
He told 
of a man to whom he attem pted to 
H ell the Laguna ranch for $3 an acre, 
but it was thought too high a price. 
Then lie tried to sell it to the same 
man for $30, but he was again afraid 
to venture. 
It is now worth at least 
$510 an acre. It comes right up to 
Los Angeles city on the southeast. 


SENATOR MACLAY. 
Judge Widney called on Senator 
Maclay and Mr. H. L. Macneil to lay 
the cap stone 
of the dam. 
The 
Senator first told how he had bought 
this ranch in 1874, for $117,000, or 
$2.17 per acre. 
All the people told 
him it would be his ruin, that it was 
a desert, that w heat would not grow 
there. Last year the San Fernando 


valley produced 
400,000 
sacks of 
wheat, and a shipload of barley. The 
inesa is now being covered with 
orange orchards, 
peach, pear and 
other frnit trees. The stone was laid, 
and Doctor Bovard, President of tlie 
University of 
Southi rn California, 
followed in a brief address, closing 
with an invitation to all to turn to 
and partake of a sumptuous lunch, 
including a barbecued beef preparea 
by the generous promoters of the ex­ 
cursion, and served with a nameless 
graco by the good ladies of San Fer­ 
nando. The party did am ple justice 
to tho feast. 


THE SOURCE OF THE WATER. 
The water is flowing at least 2,000 
inches strong in the cafion to-uay. 
The stream heads up in the moun­ 
tains near the Soledad 
cafion, 30 
miles from the dam . 
The water­ 
shed embraces 300 square miles of 
territory. 
At tim es there are 10,000 
inches in the stream . All through 
the spring and until June there runs 
as much as there is to-day. It only 
goes dry for a 
m onth 
or so at 
the end of the season. Then the wa­ 
ter is found running 2,000 inches 
strong up in the mountains, but reach­ 
ing the great gravel bed varying from 
200 to 2,000 feet wide and 50 feet deep 
it sinks to the bed-rock. 
Tho dam 
will force this up again th at it may be 
taken in pipes to irrigate the lana be­ 
low. There will be one inch of water 
to every 10 acres of land belonging to 
the company. 


THE RETURN. 
^ After lunch the party were taken 
in the vehicles by another route to 
Racoima townsite, where tbe train 
was in waiting to return to the city. 
The journey to the train was made 
over miles of the same sort of coun­ 
try traversed on the other side of the 
wash on the way up. The soil is 
very rich, of practically an unlimited 
depth, and very 
easily worked. 
There cannot be found anywhere soil 
or climate better adapted to the most 
select industries known to the hus­ 
bandm an. 
Trees of all sorts will 
flourish here to a degree of excellence 
that may challenge the world to vie 
with them in their growth and pro­ 
ductiveness. 
The pa-ty 
reached 
home at 
4 
o’clock well pleased with a pleasant 
trip over a magnificent piece of rap­ 
idly developing country, to see a very 
novel and very im portant enterprise, 
and all on a day in March whose per­ 
fection would rival tho best any other 
country could do in June.

THE INQUEST 


On the Body of Mr. Nathan 
R. Vail. 


STORY 
OF 
TH E 
ACCIDENT. 


The Fruitless Efforts of Those on 
Shore to Save H im —The 
J n ry ’s Verdict. 


Coroner M eredith held an inquest 
yesterday, at Redondo Beach, on the 
body of N. R. Vail, whose sad death 
startled tho whole community. The 
story of the accident was told hy the 
witnesses as follows: 
W. M. Fowler testified: I reside in 
San Francisco and am a wharf and 
bridge builder. 
1 have known the 
deceased about two weeks. 
I am 
superintendent 
for 
the American 
Bridge and Building Company, and 
am superintending the building of a 
wharf at Redondo Beach. The de­ 
ceased came here yesterday abont 1 
o’clock and asked me if I could let 
him have some men to take him 
aboard a ship (hat is lying off the 
beach. 
I told him I thought it was 
too rough, and asked him to come in 
and have some dinner and we would 
see after that. 
I spoke to some of 
the men and they said it was toó 
rough to go, and I told him I would 
not send them unless they wanted to 
go of their own accord. The deceased 
then said it was necessary th at he 
should go aboard of the ship, and if I 
could not send him he would go and 
get the fishermen and have them p ut 
him on board of the ship. 
I then 
offered to send him by team to (he 
fishermen, and also send a boat to 
where the fishermen were, as it is 
supposed to be smoother where th e 
fishermen are. He tol 1 me it was not 
necessary to send a boat, because if I 
could not send him , be would rely on 
the fishermen to take him out, as he 
did not think it was any trouble to 
put him out at this place. 
He got 
into his buggy and started to go to 
tlie fishermen. 
In about one hour 
he returned and said that the fisher­ 
m en were all out. 
He went down to 
the 
beach, 
aud asked 
me 
if 
I 
was 
or 
was not 
going 
to 
sfnd 
him 
out to 
the 
ship. 
I told him I would not unless the men 
were perfectly willing to go out with 
him of their own accord. 
He then 
asked me if it was a money considera­ 
tion, anu I told him it was not. 
He 
told me he wanted to go to tbe ship so 
as to have the Captain bring tbe ship 
down between the moorings and in a 
different place from where it was. 
I 
left him for a short time and he after­ 
wards came to me and asked again to 
bo taken out the ship. 
I told him I 
would ask the men and if any of them 
would 
volunteer, well and good. 
Three of the men agreed to go and wo 
took tho boat down to the beach and 
made it ready. 
I saw my men strip- 
themselves, and I went to the de­ 
ceased and tried to have him not go 
out until the morning and told tlie 
men that if they did not consider it 
safe 
to 
give 
up 
the 
attem pt. 
They launched tlie boat aud when 
they got outside the third breaker 
the boat filled. 
Two of the m en 
swam ashore and the other remained 
on the bottom of the upturned boat 
and tried to throw a rope to the de­ 
ceased, b at did not succeed. 
The 
men righted the bc&t and made 
several attem pts to get to him, and 
others tried to swim to him from the 
shore, but without success. 
I think 
everything was done th a t was possib e 
to save him . 
Most of the men are 
accustomed to the sea and to surfing. 
Every possible effort was made to re* 
vive 
the 
deceased 
after he was 
brought ashore. 
The deceused told 
me be was an old sea captain, and 
that ho thought it was hard if I 
would not accommodate him by send­ 
ing him out to the ship. 
J. C. Burr testified : I reside in San 
Francisco and am a pile dri ?er and 
wharf builder. Yesterday afternoon 
about 3 o’clock I came out of my tent 
and went down to the beach. 
I saw 
several men struggling in the w ater 
and a boat capsized. 
I went to the 
assistance of the deceased and got 
chilled and was compelled to swim to 
the boat. 
I could have saved the de­ 
ceased if I had had a surf line. 
I 
succeeded in bringing the deceased 
ashore after I made the third attem pt. 
I think the deceused was rtoad when 
I brought him ashore. W hen I was 
on the top of the boat 1 heard him call 
for help only once. 
We did every­ 
thing we could to save the life of the 
deceased. The surf was running very 
heavy. While I was trying to save 
the deceased the under current would 
carry 
me 
away 
from him 
and 
I 
would 
get 
fagged 
o at. 
so » that 
I 
was 
compelled 
to go to the beach to reBt. 
W hen I 
first saw the deceased in the water he 
was abont four or five liundred feet 
away from the beach. 
\V. C. Burnett testified: 
I reside 
in San Francirco and am a wharf 
builder. Yesterday afternoon about 
two o’clock, 1 and tbe deceased an d 
two other men started to go to a sh ip 
that lays off the beach. 
After wo got 
into the breakers, they were very 
rongh and filled the boat which sunk 
aud threw us all over-board. 
The 
deceased jumped from the boat at tb e 
same time as the rest of us and 
started 
toward 
the 
beach. 
T he 
breakers were running very heavy 
and we had considerable difficulty 
getting ashore owing to the strong 
undertow. 
I and tne other two suc­ 
ceeded in getting to the shore, and 
everything th at we could do was done 
to save the daceased. 
I did not see 
the deceased w hen he was finally 
brought ashore, as I was used up 
pretty well and had to go to the tent. 
The boat we tried to go to the ship in, 
was a flat bottomed skiff. 
The jury returned a verdict of death 
from accidental drowning.

It has just been discovered that the 
St. Panl, Minneapolis and Chicago 
railroad m en are engineering a stu­ 
pendous scheme. I t is to build a rail* 
way from the Twin Cities via Bis­ 
m arck, British Columbia and Alaska 
to Pekin, China, and Irkontsk, in the 
Russian Em pire. The Minneapolis 
and Pacific, the Aber een, Bismarck 
and Northwestern, and th e Canadian 
Pacific will carry the road to Victoria. 
Thence a line will be built to Cape 
Prince of Wales, on Behring straits, a 
distance of about 110 0 miles. 
This body of water, separating the 
American continent from Asia, is but 
thirty-five miles wide, and midway is 
dotted with islands. The water is 
only twenty or twenty-five fathoms 
deep, and can ultimately be bridged, 
though temporarily a crossing will be 
made in boats. 
On the opposite side 
in Asia is Fast Cape, whence a road 
will be constructed to Pekin, C h in a; 
Yeddo, Japan, and other points in 
the Russian and Chinese empires. 
A 
road is already being constructed by 
the Russian Government to lrkoutsk, 
and it is expected th at this will be 
extended to form a juncture with the 
line from East Cape to Pekin, about 
1600 miles from the straits. 
This project looks hura. It is, and 
a few years ago would have been 
deem ed a crazy idea and impossible 
of execution. But scarcely a bettor 
country for railroading could be found, 
with comparatively small exceptions. 
Through British Columbia a passage 
is easy. 
The weather on the propos­ 
ed line is never severe, and travel is 
never impeded by snow. 
There is 
but one port on the coast that does 
not remain free of ice during the win­ 
ter, and that is Westminster, which 
is sometimes 
filled 
with floating 
cakes. 
Coal is plentiful, and timber 
inexhaustible. 
In Alaska there is but 
one section where cold weather would 
prove a drawback, and that is no 
worse than on the Canadian Pacific. 
In most of the territory traversed the 
tem perature scarcely ever falls below 
zero. 
The extreme upper part of Si­ 
beria is almost uninhabitable, but the 
road will enter that land in about lat­ 
itude 62, and the country below that 
is rich in minerals, tim ber, agricul 
tural productions, furs, etc., and every 
anile of the road can be made to pay4 
The distance between Cape Prince 
of Wales and Pekin is b u ta little over 
1,600 miles, making the whole route 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis to 
Pekin but 5,169 miles. 
Trains are 
expected to run through in ten days. 
T he tim e to Yeddo, Japan, will be 
about the same as to Pekin.—(Railway 
A

Indeed, I have a letter 
from a man who is certainly in a po­ 
sition to know the truth about the 
m atter, and he says positively that it is 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad. The Santa Fe Company 
has nothing in the world to do with 
it.”

I n N e w s p a p e r s B e l t e r 
t h a n ftn A n y O th e r W a y 
W . W. Baldwin, president of the 
Chicago Burlington & Kansas City, 
says: 
“ I have some views as to 
newspaper advertising which I pre­ 
sum e may be classed as unique, as 
they are given from a railroad stand­ 
point. 
It is my opinion that railroad 
m anagers have a false idea as how to 
advertise, especially in the passenger 
departm ent. 
Thousands of dollars 
aro expended in Bhowy cards and pic­ 
tures which do the road less good, in 
m y opinion, than would one-tenth the 
am ount expended in a judicious way 
in newspaper advertising. 
Before the 
passage of the interstate commerce 
law a general passenger agent would 
n ot have thought of such a thing as 
E 
ying cash for advertising, and yet 
would send to the newspaper hun­ 
dreds of lines of announcements of re­ 
duced rates, special excursions,etc., 
expecting them to be published as 
news items. 
He was willing to ex­ 
change $100 worth of transportation 
for $1000 worth of advertising, but 
shook bis head when called upon to 
pay cash for something he expected 
to bring his road cash returns. 
Cour­ 
tesies are all good enough in their way, 
b ut business is business, and adver­ 
tising for cash returns should be paid 
for in cash.—[St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.
